road, gets down to their level and
uses his knowledge of the Hible and
froe quotations from It with stertling
Euvcess,

obliged to resort to wit and story In
crder to wield his auditory., Burwick
does not nitempt any wil or story ex-
cept In such form as I8 pe®Tectly no-
turil to a rallveader. A great deal of
whint he says 18 In the vernacular apd
would be almost Greek to any but o
gathering of men who “uull ‘er wide
open™ or “twist a wheel”
